but that is Switzerland's affair. 
It 
does not pnrado its internal orirauiza- 
tion, though, from a close inspection of 
tlie oflicial notices on public buildings, 
one may gather that every Swiss from 
youth to mlddleageis required to prac- 
tice shooting, aud that if trouble arose, 
these William Tells of a later day 
would lie behind the shoulder of an im- 
mlnejit avalanche and pick the apple 
from the invader's eye. 


But the ordinary visitor to Switzer- 
land is only dimly conscious of being 
in a Avell-governed country. 
Vaguely 
he iuiows tliat Geneva watches are fn- 
mous, that Swiss milk is on the %\-orld's 
market, tliat the 
native 
popuhuiou 
seems well fed, well dressed and re- 
markably cloan, as compared with the 
English pciisant, who never -washes 
his hands, but "when they gets 'ard, 
I lies *cm.'* And in a moment of re- 
flection he may reall;50 that this is 
not a nation composed exclusively of 
hotel managers, waiters, porters and 
the rest of the people that smooth their 
manners to make the tourist's path 
easy. 


By some extraordinary combination 
of circumslrnices a motley gathering of 
Italians, Germans and French, Prot- 
estants and Roman Catholics, Conser- 
vatives, Liberals, Socialists. Anarch- 
ists, waiters, peasants and statesmen, 
have combined to form the most pa- 
triotic community in the world. 


In tiip last w^eks I have had to re- 
construct my ideas of patriotism while 
loitering about the shores of 
Lake 
Leman and talking and mixing all the 
languages of which I have a smatter- 
ing. not excepting an artful adaptation 
of tho ancient Greek of Oxford to the 
modern Grook of Athens. 
Ko doubt 
the late iNir. Buckle -would have called 
Swiss patriotism geographical. 
Thiiry- 
dides gave the hint when he touched 
the phrase that may be translated 
"community of interests." 
Switzerland 
has that "community of interests," and 
to the ordinary tourist who spins down 
to Dover, lunches on beef and pickles 
as a Briton should, upon a turbine 
steamer, dines in Paris, and 
break- 
fasts upon rolls, butter, coffee (sucli 
coliee!), and honey in Geneva the won- 
der arises. 


Hoay is this managed? The question 
went round the dinner table at Geneva, 
What is the name of the king, premier, 
president or ruler of this happy coun- 
try? Ko one knew. The thing is done 
without fuss or tumult, without crowns 
and robes and baubles. 
It was only 
when the Anglo-Indian shouted for a 
waiter that the whisper was given— 
the name of the gcntieman who hap- 
pened this year to be the head of tlie 
Swiss Republic. 


Very businesslike is the Swiss Re- 
public. 
It has arranged its seasons. 
In winter you may skate, toboggan 
nnd enjoy many winter sports, or lie 
in pure mountain air and get rid of 
tuberculosis 
affections. 
In 
summer 
you may crowd Lucerne and hang in 
bunches over Zermatt on the ends of 
ropes—guaranteed not to snap. 
But 
Switzerland has another line under the 
counter. It has a upring season—aud it 
smooths the way. 
Gently it invites 
you to the shores of Lake Lcman—with 
promises of flowers and the protection 
of mountains that ward off the horrid 
winds from north and east. 


From 
the very 
flrst 
the 
vcny is 
smoothed, for you may fill your pock- 
ets with a tourist agency's hoto-1 cou- 
pons, and wave them languidly as you 
dodder round the lake from Geneva to 
Evian and back a:;ain. 
I was rather 
nervous about these coupons, fearing 
that the hoteikeeper would complain 
that I was not playing the game. For 
me—I stood on velvet. Tliere was my 
food and lodging at so mucli per day, 
and tho only exertion demanded was to 
tear a bit of papor from a little book. 


But the Swiss Kepublic is business- 
like; tho hotulkcrpin* knows that he 
can make his prolit out of tho luxuries 
of life when the necessities are pro- 
vided. 
I hoar him murmuring, "The 
little more, and how nuich it is!" 
Aud 
tho traveler departs without murmur- 
ing. since ho knows that the neces- 
saries of life are in his breast-pocket. 


Switzerland knows well enough tiiat 
the spring visitors to tho lake are not 
Intent ujion climbing, or, indeed, upon 
any physical oxertlon that can be rea- 
sonably avoided. 
There is just the 
Lint of peaks to be surniounteU. and 
I'rou) the middle of the Pont du Mt, 
Blanc at Geneva the old gentleman on 
crutches surveys the snowy summit he 
has no hope of reat-hing. lie is a type 
of the iiprJng visitors to the Lake of 
Geneva (which you may call alter- 
nately the Lake Leman,j 
AVe lounge 
on deck chairs before the hotel at Lau- 
saune and comment on the extreme 
bliionoss of the lake, while one or two 
remember that Tyndail grew almost 
furious at its bluenpss, and insisted 
upon a cross-examination. 
liut we do 
not worry ourselves as to why the lake 
is blue. 
We place ourselves upon a 
comfortable steamer aud contemplate 
it. 
The comfort Js increased by the 
Bight of the jagged horror of the Dent 
du Midi—crowned with snow—and the 
steward tells a complicated ^ory of a 
Balaniander in an icebox. 
It appeals 
to the visitors who are practical—and 
retain the touch of idealism. 
As we 
Jounge about the shores of the lake, or 
ftkirt it in steamboats, m'e welcome the 


contrast between the cbllty fastceMCfl 
and the warmtli about us* 


And the Swiss spring! Still Swlfzer- 
land is most businesslike. 
It invites 
you to witness the final bout between 
the seasons, when the snow retrt-atp 
and the flowers win. 
Just now you 
may dig a stick into the melting snow 
upon the ^eights above ^lontreux, and 
discover the triumphant blossoms that 
have been waiting for the moment of 
roloase. 
Thousands of feet above the 
level of the sea! But Switzerland, the 
busiuGsslilfc, has arranged for all that. 
It is scarcely necessary to set one foot 
before another. 
You may be dragged 
by all kinds of mechanical transport 
aloft. 
Even as you tremble at the 
transit of the funicular railway thai 
takes you from Territet to Gaux and 
will finally convey you to Les AvantS 
and the neighborhood of eternal snows, 
you -will see the flowers, tenderly trucu- 
lent, thrusting their heads through the 
stone walls that border the ascent. 
Printed notices implore you not to 
stretch out a Land and pluck them. 
One might as well pluck water lilies 
from the Thames. 
Both acts were 
murder of the first degree. 


Contomplatiug the heights and living 
on the level we are a polyglot crowd 
in the hotel, aud most of us are here 
upon a Lint from some doctor or other. 
Medical reputations are here spun upon 
the point of an epigram. 
There are 
Russians and French and Germans, a 
sprinkling of Americans, a few Eng- 
lish and a Persian. 
But the central 
figure Is the Anglo-Indian, who has 
been imprisoned here by doctor's or- 
ders for several months. He knows all 
the people in the hotel—their past and 
their symptoms. 
Every evening after 
dinner, while the lake lies In glory 
and Mont Blanc is catching the final 
reflex of the sun, he spreads his cards 
for a game of Patience. 
The nations 
of the earth gather about him, and 
give a'dvice in many tongues. 
Those 
who speak In many languages shout in 
all of them. 
Especially the amazing 
girl who seems to taik all languages in 
one 
sentence—all 
but 
Hindustani, 
which is the final refuge of the Anglo- 
Indian." 
There was a move of the 
cards. Aud the girl broke out: 


"No, no! Tenoz! 
Tenez! You break 
me the head! , Sie Gehen zu Schnelll 
Ah: la! la! Sol" 


Then the hotel proprietor, having 
stolen up unobserved, remarked in half 
a dozen languages that tlie move was 
right, and the Anglo-Indian went to 
bed with the happiness of a triumph. 
They know their business—in Switzer- 
land. 


DIFFUSION 
OF 
METALS 


Solid Guld Sciicis lis Atoms Tliroux:li Un- 


m e l t e d 
L e a d . 


According to an oflicial of the Geo* 
logical Survey, very wonderful experi- 
ments have been made iu recent years 
with reference to the "diffusion of solid 
metals." 
It has been proved, for in- 
stance. that gold, without being melted, 
will diíTuse its atoms through a mass 
of solid lead. 
Of course, the amount 
of the diffusion is very shght, but it ifl 
easily measurable. 


In some of the experiments cylinders 
of leaa about two and three-quarter 
inches In length, with gold placed at 
the bottom, were kept at a liigh tem- 
perature, but not high enough to melt 
either of the metals for various periods 
of time. 
In three days, enough gold 
had passed upward through the solid 
lead to be detected at the top of tho 
cylinders. 
Gold and lead kept pressed 
together for four days, without beiná 
heated above ordinary 
temperatures, 
were strongly united. 


Solid gold also diffuses in solid silver 
and solid copper. 


These facts are regarded as confir- 
mation of the view long held in certain 
quarters that the three conditions of 
matters, solid, liquid and gaseous, prob- 
ably always exist in every liquid or 
solid substance, but that one predom- 
inates over the others.

oysters are removed 
from 
more saline M'ater to that which is less 
salt, says Dr. William K. Brooks, pro- 
fessor of zoology in the Johns Hopkins 
University, who has made the oyster 
a life study, they absorb water quickly, 
and become plump, or **fat." but the 
fatness is nothing but water. 
The 
"fattening" is usually carried on in the 
njouths of rivers, which are always 
ni'ar towns and polluted by sewage. 


livery "fattened" oyster is too sus- 
picious to be eaten raw, and the out- 
breaks of typhoid fever which haye 
been traced to oysters most clearly have 
been traced to "fattenud" oysters. 
All 
the 
fresh 
water 
that a '^fattened" 
oyster has absorbed is at once extract- 
ed by cookinji, so that the ''fattening" 
of oysters that are to be cooked is 
not only an unnecessary expense, but a 
fraud on the consumer, who is sold 
filthy water froi\3 the harbors of cities 
at the 
price of 
oysters.—New lork 
Times.

CAMPHOR CROWING SCARCE 


W o r l d ' » 
S u p p l y Ih 
Steadily 
Decreaslncr 


E-ir.U Y e a r . 


According to au offlclal of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, the 
world's supply of camphor is steadily 
decreasing each year. The greater part 
comes from Japan and its colony, For- 
mosa. 
Of late years the demand has 
begun to exceed the supply, and the 
question has arisen how the latter can 
be maintained. 


One of the reasons why camphor is 
becoming scarcer and dearer is said to 
be that it is extensively used in Ihe 
manufacture of celluloid. 
At present 
camphor is mainly produced from the 
po-called camphor tree, w^hicli attains 
a gigantic size In Japan, one specimen 
recently measured being 115 feet tall, 
and having a trunk over fourteen and 
a half feet in diameter. 


The tree is common In China, but as 
yet the production of camphor In that 
country is very limited. 


The camphor tree is a member of the 
laurel family, and is related In genus 
to tho cinnamon tree. 
It is said -that' 
camphor can be produced from other 
ppecles of trees, but this statement has 
never been verified. In Borneo a most 
aromatic camphor is obtttlned from the 
natural deposits of gum on the trunks 
of a species of tree indigenous to that 
Island and Sumatra, 
Borneo camphor 
is rare aud very costly.

But the ordinary visitor to Switzer­ 
land is only dimly conscious of being 
in a well-governed country. 
Vaguely 
he knows that Geneva watches are fa­ 
mous, that Swiss milk is on the world’s 
market, that the 
native 
population 
seems well fed, well dressed and re­ 
markably clean, as compared with the 
English peasant, who never washes 
his hands, but “when they gets 'ard, 
I ties ’em.” 
And in a moment of re­ 
flection he may realize that this is 
not a nation composed exclusively of 
hotel managers, waiters, porters and 
the rest of the people that smooth their 
manners to make the tourist’s path 
easy. 


By some extraordinary combination 
of circumstances a motley gathering of 
Italians, Germans and French, Prot­ 
estants and Roman Catholics, Conser­ 
vatives, Liberals, Socialists, Anarch­ 
ists, waiters, peasants and statesmen, 
have combined to form the most pa­ 
triotic community in the world. 


In the last weeks I have had to re­ 
construct my ideas of patriotism while 
loitering about the shores of Lake 
Leman and talking and mixing all the 
languages of which I have a smatter­ 
ing. not excepting an artful adaptation 
of the ancient Greek of Oxford to the 
modern Greek of Athens. 
No doubt 
the late Mr. Buckle would have called 
Swiss patriotism geographical. Thucy­ 
dides gave the hint when be touched 
the phrase that may be translated 
“community of interests.” Switzerland 
has that “community of interests,” and 
to the ordinary tourist who spins down 
to Dover, lunches on beef and pickles 
as a Briton should, upon a turbine 
steamer, dines in Paris, and break­ 
fasts upon rolls, butter, coffee (such 
eolTee!), and honey in Geneva the won­ 
der arises. 


How is this managed? The question 
went round the dinner table at Geneva. 
What is the name of the king, premier, 
president or ruler of this happy coun­ 
try? Ko one knew. 
The thing is done 
without fuss or tumult, without crowns 
and robes and baubles. 
It was only 
when the Anglo-Indian shouted for a 
waiter that the whisper was given— 
the name of the gentleman who hap­ 
pened this year to be the head of the 
Swiss Republic. 


Very businesslike is the Swiss Re­ 
public. 
It has arranged its seasons. 
In winter you may skate, toboggan 
and enjoy many winter sports, or he 
In pure mountain air and get rid of 
tuberculosis 
affections. 
In 
summer 
you may crowd Lucerne and hang in 
bunches over Zermatt on the ends of 
ropes—guaranteed not to snap. 
But 
Switzerland has another line under the 
counter. It has a spring season—and it 
smooths the way. 
Gently it invites 
you to the shores of Lake Leman—with 
promises of flowers and the protection 
of mountains that ward off the horrid 
winds from north aud east. 


From 
the very 
first 
the 
way is 
smoothed, for you may fill your pock­ 
ets with a tourist agency’s hotel cou­ 
pons, and wave them languidly as you 
dodder round the lake from Geneva to 
Evian and back ji^ain. 
I was rather 
nervous about these coupons, fearing 
that the hotelkeeper would comp:ain 
that I was not playing the game. For 
me—1 stood on velvet, There was my 
food and lodging at so much per day, 
and the only exertion demanded was to 
tear a bit of paper from a little book. 


But the Swiss Republic is business­ 
like; the hotelkeeper knows that he 
can make his prolit out of the luxuries 
of life when the necessities are pro­ 
vided. 
I hear him murmuring, “The 
little more, and how much it is!” And 
the traveler departs without murmur­ 
ing, since he knows that the neces­ 
saries of life are in his breast-pocket. 


Switzerland knows well enough that 
the spring visitors to the lake are not 
intent upon climbing, or, indeed, upon 
any physical exertion that can be rea­ 
sonably avoided. 
There is just the 
liint of peaks to be surmounted, and 
from the middle of the Pout du Mt. 
Blanc at Geneva the oid gentleman on 
crutches surveys the snowy summit he 
lias no hope of reaching. He is a type 
of the spring visitors to the Lake of 
Geneva (which you may call alter- 
liateiy the Lake Leman.j 
We lounge 
oil deck chairs before the hotel at Lau­ 
sanne and comment on the extreme 
blueness of the lake, while one or two 
remember that Tyndall grew almost 
furious at its bluenpss, and insisted 
upon a cross-examination.

We place ourselves upon a 
comfortable steamer and contemplate 
it.

DIFFUSION 
OF METALS 


Solid Gold Sends Its Atoms Through. TJn« 


m elted Lead. 


According to an official of the Geo­ 
logical Survey, very wonderful experi­ 
ments have been made in recent years 
with reference to the “diffusion of solid 
metals.” 
It has been proved, for in­ 
stance, that gold, without being melted, 
will diffuse its atoms through a mass 
of solid lead. 
Of course, the amount 
of the diffusion is very slight, but it ifl 
easily measurable. 


In some of the experiments cylinders 
of leaJL about two and three-quarter 
inches in length, with gold placed at 
the bottom, were kept at a high tem­ 
perature, but not high enough to melt 
either of the metals for various periods 
of time. 
In three days, enough gold 
had passed upward through the solid 
lead to be detected at th*3 top of tho 
cylinders.

Fattened Oysters Uanjferoup, 


When oysters are removed 
from 
more saline water to tbat which is Jess 
salt, says Dr. William K. Brooks, pro­ 
fessor of zoology in the Johns Hopkins 
University, who has made the oyster 
a life study, they absorb water quickly, 
and become plump, or “fat,” but the 
fatness is nothing but water. 
The 
“fattening” is usually carried on in the 
mouths of rivers, which are always 
near towns aud polluted by sewage. 


Every “fattened” oyster is too sus­ 
picious to be- eaten raw, and the out­ 
breaks of typhoid fever which haye 
been traced to oysters most clearly have 
been traced to “fattened” oysters. 
All 
the 
fresh 
water 
that a “fattened” 
oyster has absorbed is at once extract­ 
ed by cooking, so that the “fattening” 
of oysters that are to be cooked is 
not ouly an unnecessary expense, but a 
fraud ou the consumer, who is sold 
filthy water froni the harbors of cities 
at the 
price of 
oysters.—New York 
Times.

CAMPHOR CROWING SCARCE 


World*« Supply 1« Steadily Decreasing 


E ic h Year. 


According to an official of the De­ 
partment of Commerce and Labor, the 
world’s supply of camphor is steadily 
decreasing each year. The greater part 
comes from Japan and its colony, For­ 
mosa. 
Of late years the demand has 
begun to exceed the supply, and the 
question has arisen how the latter can 
be maintained. 


One of the reasons why camphor is 
becoming scarcer and dearer is said to 
be that it is extensively used in the 
manufacture of celluloid. 
At present 
camphor is mainly produced from the 
Bo-called camphor tree, which attains 
a gigantic size in Japan, one specimen 
recently measured being 115 feet tall, 
and having a trunk over fourteen and 
a half feet in diameter. 


The tree is common in China, but as, 
yet the production of camphor in that 
country is very limited. 


The camphor tree is a member of the 
laurel family, and is related in genus 
to the cinnamon tree. 
It is said «that 
camphor can be produced from other 
ppecies of trees, but this statement has j 
never been verified, In Borneo a most « 
aromatic camphor is obtained fvom the I 
natural deposits of gum on the trunks 
of a species of tree Indigenous to that 
Island and Sumatra. 
Borneo camphor 
is rare aud very costly.

He is the great big toad in 
the little puddle, and the prominent 
man of his locality, with every oppor- 
tunity for the realization of ordinary 
ambition. 
True, the country 
editor 
may not climb'to the pinnacle of Jour- 
nalism, but to be at the top of a coun- 
try monument is more remunerative, 
and far more pleasant than it is to 
desperately cling half way up the shaft 
of national fame. 
There is nothing 
happier and surer than the life of a 
couutry editor. 
His income is small, 
but so are his expenses. 
If ho is a de- 
cent fellow he is respected, and nobody 
In town is too good for him. 


The influence of the couutry press, 
In its aggregate, is the greatest power 
for good which the past has ever seen, 
which the present has over experienced 
and tjie future has ever dared to sug- 
gest 
The country newspaper hasdono 
more for proijross, and has purhed civ- 
ilization larlher to the front than have 
all other influences for good combined, 
save that of religion. 
The life of a 
couutry editor :s as close to the ideal 
as civilization has yet permitted. 
His 
average income is frcm ?1(XX) to $151)0 
a year. 
TlP^ maximum income of a 
country editor and proprietor does not 
exceed $GUOO to oTOOO, except in very 
exception 1 eases, and comparatively 
few receive beyond the iiriOOO mark, 
but quite a number get from 92000 to 
$3000 annually, usually 
the assist- 
ance of the printing oflice connected 
with the newspapers.

PRINTING AS A SCIENCE. 


^liAt U Kffpded U K Thornnffh TcchnlcM 
Courio In KuBcBtlAlii. 


Is It not rather peculiar that no col- 
lege or Institution of learning, tech- 
nical or classical, has added to its cur- 
riculum the science of printing? 
Elec- 
trical engineering Is taught as a special 
profession; 
mechanical 
engineering, 
with shop practice, is a regular thing 
at all our technical Institutes and col- 
legos. 
Special schools hare been es- 
labllshed to teach art and design; there 
are technical schools for dyers and 
textile workers, but printing, the art 
Without which none of the others could 
have been spread as they have been, 
and without which civilization itself 
would have 
been 
retarded, has no 
standing among the schools that make 
our 'engineers, architects, artists; dyers 
and textile superintendents. 
It is true 
that I^Ir. Joseph Pullt^ior has generous- 
ly endowed a School of Journalism in 
Columbia University, and Cornell has 
for some years been giving instruction 
in the same line; but this does not 
cover printing as a practical industry. 


What is the consequence of this state 
of aflairs? 
Simply that printing is 
mainly 
carried on 
by the rule of 
thumb methods, and M-ithout that sci- 
entific thoroughness that characterizes 
those professions that are taught at 
the various institutions of learning, and 
as a result we see in all the various 
higher walks of life men who have 
been printers, but who have been too 
large for the trade and have outgrown 
it, and are showing their ability in 
their present positions. 


Of course, all men in the professions 
that arc taught in technical colleges do 
not have the opportunity 
to attend 
such schools, but a little observation 
will show that those who do become 
the leaders and make for the advance 
of their i-espective professions. 


Why is it that the pruUlug trade or 
profession, if you will, has no educated 
technical leaders to speak of in its 
midst? 
Why do we not see the sign 
consulting printer as we do consulting 
engineer 
and 
mechanical 
engineer? 
Why is It that we have no architects 
of books and catalogues? 
Certainly 
not because they arc not needed, good- 
ness knows. 


We think the time ripe for the vari- 
ous associations of printers scattered 
through the country to endeavor to put 
the printing business on a scientitic 
basis. 
The days when rule of thumb 
and near-enough work would do are 
passing away and many of the younger 
men in our ranks will live to see a 
greater advance in printing than has 
yet been made. 


We desire to urge the matter upon 
the attention of the leaders of to-day 
that it is their duty to put the thought 
into action that our beloved craft may 
take the rank that justly belongs to it. 


Every one can recall instances where 
the printing 
engineer 
or 
consulting 
printer, had he existence, could have 
saved them many hours of worry and 
many hundreds 
of the 
coin of 
the 
realm, and such recollections should 
spur them on to the work of educa- 
tion. 


Yes, we have had and have trade 
schools—so-called—whose ambition 
is 
to make money for their projectors and 
hold out false promises of positions to 
their puipils. but that is not what is 
M-anted. 
What we need is a thorough 
technical course in the essentials of 
printing as a science, such as is given 
mechanical and engineering students 
In our colleges. 
Who will take the in- 
itiative toward securing it?—Progres- 
sive Printer.

The country editor is uo less an edi* 
tor than his city contemporary, yet he 
lives in an entirely different atmos­ 
phere and works uuder conditions im­ 
possible for the city, writes Nath’l C. 
Fowler. 
He is the great big toad in 
the little puddle, and the prominent 
man of his locality, with every oppor­ 
tunity for the realization of ordinary 
ambition. 
True, the couutry editor 
may not climb* to the piunaele of jour­ 
nalism, but to be at the top of a coun­ 
try monument is more remunerative, 
and far more pleasant, than it is to 
desperately cling half way up the shaft 
of national fame. 
There is nothing 
happier and surer than the life of a 
couutry editor. 
His income is small, 
but so are his expenses. If he is a de* 
cent fellow he is respected, and nobody 
In town is too good for him. 


The influence of the country press, 
in its aggregate, is the greatest power 
for good which the past has ever seen, 
which the present has ever experienced 
and tjie future has ever dared to sug­ 
gest The country newspaper hasdouo 
more for progress, and has pushed civ­ 
ilization larther to the front, than have 
all other influences for good combined, 
save that of religion. 
The life of a 
country editor :s as close to the ideal 
as civilization has yet permitted. 
Ilis 
average income is frcm $1000 to $1500 
a year. 
TlP^ maximum income of a 
country editor and proprietor does not 
exceed $GUOO to 37000, except iu very 
exception 1 cases, and comparatively 
few receive beyond the $5000 mark, 
but quite a number get from $2000 to 
$3000 annually, usually with the assist­ 
ance of the printing oflice connected 
with the newspapers. 


Most coumry editors are proprietors, 
few country newspapers being edited 
by salaried men. 


The weekly country newspaper, as a 
rule, has but one editor, who does sub­ 
stantially all the work, often including 
the reporting. Usually the bulk of the 
work is done by the editor himself, or 
perhaps by his reporter, if he hires one, 
with the exception of the out-of-town 
news items, which come from various 
correspondents, few of whom receive 
any money for their services. 


There is no sharp lins drawn be­ 
tween the country weekly newspaper 
editor and reporter, as they do similar 
work, .no editor doing more editing 
than reporting, and the reporter more 
reporting than editing.

To Make Sausages — Take three 
pounds of pork, fat and lean, cut into 
email pieces, season with three des­ 
sertspoonfuls of powdered sage, half 
an ounce of salt, half an ounce of pep­ 
per. 
Mix all well together and then 
press it through well-cleaned skins with 
a sausage machine and twist into 
lengths required. 


Apple Cream—Peel, core and slice 
one and a half pounds of sharp cooking 
apples. 
Put them in an enamelled 
saucepan with half a cupful of water, 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, and the 
grated rind of one lemon. 
Stew till 
soft, and then beat well with an egg 
whisk. 
Whip up half a pint of thick 
cream till stiff and stir in. 


Currant Tea 
Cake—Bake this in 
sheets and use as hot bread, or as a 
dessert with sugar and hot cream; or, 
if preferred, a handy sauce. Sift two 
cups of flour with two-thirds of a cup 
of sugar, one heaping teaspoonful of 
baking powder and a pinch of salt. 
Mix with one cup of sweet milk, add 
one beaten egg, a tablespoonful of 
melted butter, and one large cup of 
currants previously steamed or sim­ 
mered for a few minutes. 


Cream of Corn Soup—Score six ears 
of corn down the centre; press out all 
the fleshy portions, leaving the husk 
on the cob. 
Put a pint of milk over 
the fire in a double boiler; add one 
lablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour rubbed together, and stir until 
the milk is smooth and hot; then add 
the corn, a level teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of pepper and cook ten minutes.

PRINTING AS A SCIENCE, 


What Is Needed ts a Thornttffh Technical 
Course In Essential*. 


Is it not rather peculiar that no col­ 
lege or institution of learning, tech­ 
nical or classical, has added to its cur­ 
riculum the science of printing? Elec­ 
trical engineering is taught as a special 
profession; 
mechanical 
engineering* 
with shop practice, is a regular thing 
at all our technical institutes and col­ 
leges. 
Special schools have been es­ 
tablished to teach art and design; there 
are technical schools for dyers and 
textile workers, but printing, the art 
without which none of the others could 
have been spread as they have been, 
and without which civilization itself 
would have 
been 
retarded, has uo 
standing among the schools that make 
our engineers, architects, artists; dyers 
and textile superintendents. It is true 
that Mr. Joseph Pulitzer has generous­ 
ly endowed a School of Journalism in 
Columbia University, and Cornell has 
for some years been giving instruction 
in the same line; but this does not 
cover printing as a practical industry. 


What is the consequence of this state 
of affairs? 
Simply that printing is 
mainly carried on by the rule of 
thumb methods, and without that sci­ 
entific thoroughness that characterizes 
those professions that are taught at 
the various institutions of learning, and 
as a result we see in all the various 
higher walks of life men who have 
been printers, but who have been too 
large for the trade and have outgrown 
it, and are showing their ability in 
their present positions. 


Of course, all men in the professions 
that are taught in technical colleges do 
not have the opportunity to attend 
such schools, but a little observation 
will show that those who do become 
the leaders and make for the advauce 
of their respective professions. 


Why is it that the printiug trade or 
profession, if you will, has no educated 
technical leaders to speak of in its 
midst? 
Why do we not see the sign 
consulting printer as we do consulting 
engineer and 
mechanical 
engineer? 
Why is it that we have no architects 
of books and catalogues? 
Certainly 
not because they are not needed, good­ 
ness knows. 


We think the time ripe for the vari­ 
ous associations of printers scattered 
through the country to endeavor to put 
the printing business on a scientific 
basis. 
The days when rule of thumb 
and near-enough work would do are 
passing away and many of the younger 
men in our ranks will live to see a 
greater advance in printing than has 
yet been made. 


We desire to urge the matter upon 
the attention of the leaders of to-day 
that it is their duty to put the thought 
into action that our beloved craft may 
take the rank that justly belongs to it. 


Every one can recall instances where 
the printiug engineer or consulting 
printer, had he existence, could have 
saved them many hours of worry and 
many hundreds 
of the 
coin of 
the 
realm, and such recollections should 
spur them on to the work of educa­ 
tion. 


Yes, we have had and have trade 
schools—so-called—whose ambition is 
to make money for their projectors and 
hold out false promises of positions to 
their puipils, but that is not what is 
wanted. 
What we need is a thorough 
technical course in the essentials of 
printing as a science, such as is given 
mechanical and engineering students 
in our colleges. Who will take the in­ 
itiative toward securing it?—Progres­ 
sive Printer.

N a grove near the Rio Grande 
River, thirty-five years ago, w*as 
camped a body of fifty men in the

Ranger?, says a writer in the Chicago 
Record-Hcrald. 
The grove was about 
half a mile in diameter, and nearly 
circular. The rangers sought rest after 
a fruitless search for bands of Apaches 
known to be on both sides of the 
river. 
It 
was 
customary for the 
rangers and the Mexican rurals to help 
each other when near the border line. 
N The rangers were a stalwart, bronzed 
and hardy set of men, of intelligent 
face and quiet in conversation and 
manners. 
They were maintained by 
the State to suppress internal disorder 
and repel external invasion; they were 
selected from the better class of citi­ 
zens who were endowed with civic 
virtues and governed by patriotic pur­ 
poses. 
Long service had given them 
the mastery of every kind of warfare 
with the desperate, lawless and pitiless 
Indian. 
Their discipline was perfect, 
either in camp or field. 
They were 
equipped 
in 
picturesque 
g.nrb 
aud 
armed most effectively, as taught by 
experience. 


Each man carried a huge bowie knife 
for close fighting, a carbine for range 
fighting, two six-shooters each and a 
saber for the charge, and they were 
more export in the use 
of 
these 
weapons than any other body of men 
living. 
Great care was shown in the 
choice of their horses, for they were 
invaluable in service and in fact, made 
the rangers’ work on the vast plains 
of Texas possible.

the Parisian newspaper is the gossip of 
the world for the provinces. 
A few 
provincial newspapersoutslde the great 
say city have attained success, and 
they are often fully equal to distinc­ 
tion, 
but 
in the farthest corner of 
France the Parisian new's-sheot may 
be found carefully put away for peru­ 
sal in a leisure moment, and is part of tf 
the literature of miner, farmer and 
tradesmen. 
It is in most cases good 
literature, too, for every writer of note 
in France uses its columns to treat of 
art, books or politics, or to run a story 
serially, and it is often fully equal to 
the best of our magazines. 


It caters to two sets of people within 
Paris itself, those who go to their 
newspaper in the morning for the se­ 
rious business of the day, and the peo­ 
ple oil the Boulevard anxious to be 
amused as well as informed, and the 
result is that the evening paper is by 
far tho more popular, since the French­ 
man can leisurely unfold it at his cafe, 
or chat about it to his friends after 
business hours. 
It oddly bears the 
date of the following day, not the date 
of the day of issue, at the top of the 
page. 


Often the reacler will buy a certair 
sheet because a writer of note daily 
signs a certain article, and this has 
created In Franco a unique type of 
journal that may be properly called a 
one-man newspaper, a peculiar Pari­ 
sian institution that dates from the day 
of Rochefort, who found himself black­ 
listed, to use an American term, by the ( 
whole French press because of his po­ 
litical views, and w\as forced to start 
a newspaper of his own. With the evi­ 
dence of power of some gifted individ­ 
ual, capital eagerly centres around his 
pen, aud he becomes a national figure 
who may attain political fame with a 
rapidity strange to tho foreign specta­ 
tor. 
The more fearless a thinker he 
proves himself to be, the more likely 
he is to gather about himself a “set” 
that will follow his lead in any na­ 
tional emergency. 


A newspaper with the American fea­ 
ture of giving extended telegraphic 
newrs has been issued by an enterpris­ 
ing American, and has found a place. 
There is, however, enough of the busi­ 
ness spirit among French journalists 
to keep the Parisian newspaper thor­ 
oughly up to date, and the foreign 
methods of handling news are studied 
and copied. 


Curiously enough Paris has produced 
a paper, La Fronde, which is managed, 
edited and composed by women, It has 
obtained quite a circulation and con- * 
tinues to hold its own. 


Penny papers have gained a foothold 
and the time is not far distant when a 
Parisian, like the newspaper reader 
everywhere, will question the wisdom 
of paying twro or three sous for news 
0 
that is given with equal completeness 
by the cheaper papers. 
Custom alone 
has kept up the higher price. 


In investigating the success of tho 
really great French newspapers, one 
soon discovers the overshadowing im­ 
portance of the literary qualities of 
the chief editor. 
He must in addition 
have a thorough knowledge of world 
politics, must read several languages, 
and be ready to adequately meet a po­ 
litical emergency. 
When he is power­ 
ful enough he can and has affected tre­ 
mendous revolutions. 
He may some­ 
times be a charlatan, but while clever­ 
ness may hold the boulevard readers 
for an hour, it cannot be pretentious 
in the face of the political changes a 
which France is undergoing. 
Editors 
are familiar figures on the floor of the 
Chamber of Deputies, and they have 
been a notable part of every Cabinet. 


No paper that is not Republican can 
count on a great circulation in Paris. 
There are, however, a few newspapers 
of different shades belonging to the 
monarchical parties*that find a fanati-* 
cal following. Catholicism also has its 
hearing in these days of struggle be­ 
tween 
the 
Church and the French 
State. Foreign governments have their 
subsidized press in Paris, and are able ^ 
to prejudice the masses when a foreign 
controversy is on the horizon.

Somo of Them Mere Dot«, Others at UIr a« 


Separate Cities. 


No large city of the world hns so 
many 
islands 
within its municipal 
boundaries as New York, says the Sun, 
of that city. Some of these islands are 
mere dots. 
Others are large enough 
to have almost the dimensions of cities. 


Governor’s Island, with an area of 
seventy acres, is the property of the 
Federal Government, and is assessed 
at §5,000,000 by the city, which is $80,* 
COO an acre, and, as land values go 
within New York, that figure is low. 


Blackwell Island, which covers 124 
acres, is valued at $12,000,000, which is 
at the rate of nearly $07,000 an acre. 
Ward’s Island is valued at $0,000,000 
and Randall’s at $5,000.000. 
North 
Brother Island is valued at $220,000, 
Biker’s Island at $51)7,000 and Hart’s 
Island at $350,000. 


The most important of the Islands in­ 
cluded within the boundaries of the 
Greater New York is, of course, Man­ 
hattan Island, the value of which is 
practically incalculable. 
It is at least 
$5,000,000,000; how much moro is con­ 
jectural. 


Tho Borough of Brooklyn includes 
Coney Island. 
The whole of the Bor­ 
ough of Richmond is an island, an isl­ 
and valued by the city fov tax purposes 
at about $50.000.000. 
The area of Sta­ 
ten Island is 30,000 acres, which i* al­ 
most three times the size of Manhattan.

VAST SPREAD OF TELEPHONES 


Incr*n»ed In (JnltAfl States In Two Years 


O v e r 1*000,000. 


Over a million more telephones were 
in use In the United States at the be­ 
ginning of 1905 than two years before, 
according to a report just issued by the 
Census Office, In round numbers there 
were 2,315,000 in the country at the end 
of 1902 and 3,400,000 at the beginning 
of 1905, 
That this country is far 
ahead of Europe is told by figures 
showing 
Europe’s 
entire 
equipment 
January 1, 1905, to have been less than 
1,500,000, less than half the number in 
the United States. 


There w’ere over 5,000,000,000 ’phone 
calls in* 1902, of wfhich nearly 121,000,« 
000 were “long distance.” 
Ohio lediu 
the number of messages, although there 
were more “long-distance” messages 
over Pennsylvania telephones than In 
any other State. 
San Francisco, with 
a telephone for each nine persons, was 
the best equipped city. 


The report speaks of the effect of 
the telephone in reducing or checking 
the amount of telegraph business. 
It 
says the rates of the two systems for 
medium distances do not differ great­ 
ly, and for very long distances they arc 
overwhelmingly in favor of the tele­ 
graph, if the message be taken as a 
unit.

The first and second lots, which were 
etherized, gave results decidedly in 
favor of the process.

The increased yields in lots one, two 
and four w*ere 34.4, S9.7 and 5.7 per 
cent., respectively, in favor of etheriza­ 
tion, wiiile in lot three the untreated 
plants gave an increased yield of 2G.8 
per cent, over the etherized plants. 


Considering only the throe lots whióh 
are strictly comparable, the gain in 
favor of the etherised plants for the 
different pickings was as follows: 
First picking, G22 per cent.; second, 
eighty-six per cent.; third, twenty-three 
per cent., and fourth, forty-seven per 
cent. 
These results show a decided 
increase in earliness and 111 weight of 
product due to etherization. 
It is be­ 
lieved that still better results might 
have been obtained had the work been 
undertaken a month 
or 
six 
weeks 
earlier. Forcing took place under the 
benches in the greenhouse in darkness.

The Poland China is the best hog to 
rairo to my knowledge. When pigs are 
about two or three weeks old I make a 
small pen, put a trough inside and put 
a little milk and liominy in this, scat­ 
tering some shelled corn on the ground, 
and in a few days the pigs begin to 
come in and stick their noses in the 
trough, tasting the milk aud nibbling 
at the corn. In a week or so they are 
very anxious for it, and I increase the 
quantity. 
Milk is the best drink for 
young pigs; it keeps them growing. 
I 
do not feed for fat, but for frame. 
I 
give them a nice green pasture to go 
over with plenty of fresh wrater and 
good shady places for the pigs when 
hot weather comes. This prevents sick­ 
ness and makes bone and muscle. To 
make a hog grow he must have a clean 
pen, exercise, plenty of pure fresh 
water and must be fed at regular times, 
with a variety in diet. 


When the pigs are three or four 
months old take them from the sows 
and feed a little more corn or hominy. 
This keeps them growing wrell, and by 
the 1st of October you have them on a 
full feed. Give them all they will eat 
now to make lard and pork and by the 
1st of January you will have nice fat 
hogs to kill for home use the next year. 
—The Epitomist.

Beam and Cabbages* 


The most important point in bean 
culture, to my thinking, is the first 
hoeing. 
This must be done right to 
get even fair results. Without it there 
will be a very poor crop and tough, 
stringy pods, as well as small ones. 
The first hoeing, if done right, will in 
itself insure a fair crop. 


The first hoeing must be done as 
soon as the beans are up. When they 
poke their noses above the ground and 
put forth their first green leaves, they 
also carry the kernels of the old seed 
with them 011 the stnlk. 
These ker­ 
nels divide into the two halves just 
under the first leaves. These must be 
covered at once. 
This is all that the 
first hoeing calls for, and, indeed, all 
that is necessary in future hoeings is 
to keep these old seeds covered by soil. 
If these two kernels are not covered 
at once but are allowed to dry in the 
air, the vine will lose vigor. 
If the 
bean is to have only one hoeing, I 
would say by all means let it be this 
one. 
As a matter of fact the bean 
should have at least one lioeing after 
this, preferably two, and always up to 
the lowest leaf* I must repeat the or­ 
der for the first hoeing, because it is 
so important. Cover the old bean ker­ 
nels at once and keep them covered. 
If you do not, you wfijl lose half the 
vine can offer you in the way of 
healthy pods. 
I have seen beans go 
to w'aste because this hoeing was neg­ 
lected. 
Also do not hoe beans when 
the vines are wet or damp. The pods 
will j*ust if you do. 
Iioe only when 
weather is dry and there is no dew on 
the vines. 


In setting out young cabbage plants, 
set low so that the stalk is covered 
up to the lowest leaf. This also applies 
to lettuce and cauliflower. 
Cabbages 
should be hoed often and always so as 
to cover stalk up to lowest leaf. Some 
people even nip oil a sickly low leaf 
and hoe above it.
